PLAGUE AT HONOLULU. 


Radical Sanitai-y Work and Bnrnine 


of Chinatown Described. 


E. C. Brown, a former resident of 


Terre Haute, Ind., but who lias lived 
in Honolulu a number of years, writes 
as follows about the bubonic plague, 
says the St. Louis Globe-Democrat: 


"The plague was first discovered by 


the death of a bookkeeper In one of 
the large Chinese stores in Chinatown. 
After three* deaths the disease seemed 
to have been stamped out. Tons of 
refuse were burned, and whitewash 
was used in e^ery conceivable place. 
Quarantine was declared off, and Chi- 
natown again became a busy place. 
This was a few days after Christmas. 
You see, we have so much sunshine 
here, and as the islands are swept by 
a trade wind all the time we felt the 
dread disease could not get a foothold 
here. In fact, some of the physicians 
said the cases were not bubonic plague. 
Well, things drifted along in this man- 
ner until the day after Christmas, 
when it was learned that the disease 
had broken out worse than before iu 
Chinatown. Since then there has been 
an average of a death a day. In the 
lust two clays there have been five 
deaths. (The letter was written Jna. 
15.) 
Ou Sunday, the 14th, a white 


lady, manager of the art department 
of a store, was attacked. 
She had 


picked up a dead rat in the store and 
thrown it out. In all countries where 
they have the plague they find that 
rats carry the disease more than any- 
th,ing else. 


"The 
government has appropriated 


§300,000 to fight the disease. They are 
burning Chinatown as fast as possible. 
The disease was found in a block out- 
side Chinatown and is being burned 
today. A part of the city known aa 
Kallbl is nsod aa a detention camp. As 
fast as they get buildings up here they 
burn a block already condemned. The 
people taken to the camp are first thor- 
oughly -disinfected and provided with 
new clothing. They are kept in the 
camp ten days. All the bodies of those 
who die from the disease are burned. 
Business is almost at a standstill. You 
can come into the city, but you cannot 
go out. The trouble was that strict 
regulations were not enforced in build- 
Ing Chinatown. 
It was a veritable 


cesspool from one end to the other. I 
think, however, that a white person 
must come in actual contact with tbe 
disease before getting It 
We have 


lots of good physicians and a good 
boo-ai of health."

an armistice had, in fact, been ar- ' 
ranged. 
| 


No one foresaw it more clearly than 


the shrewd statesmen of the South i 
African Republic, and they did not ! 
content themselves, as did the Eng- 
lishmen, in merely foreseeing it. 
In 


1SS1 the Boers were no match for the I 
British. They were woefully deilcient 
In the facilities for carrying on a war 
iwith a civilized foe. Such successes 
as they thi»n achieved, with the dra- 
matic climax at Majuba Hill, were 
achieved rather as fortunate accidents, 
from a military point of view, even 
though they did reflect only the great- 
est credit upon the tactical and stra- 
tegical ability of the victors. But they 
could easily have been rendered of no 
avail by some persistent hammering 
upon the part of the British. In fact, 
the struggle proceeded far enough only 
to exhibit the bravery and agility of 
the weaker side, which was allowed 
to retain the fruits of its victory. 
, Clearly recognizing all this, the Glad- 
stone peace has always been to the 
Transvaal leaders only the starting 
point for preparing for a conflict ever 
since seen by them te be inevitable. 
From that time to the outbreak of the 
present hostilities those preparations 
have never been lost sight of or neg- 
lected. 


During my official service In the 


Transvaal 1 seldom heard it openly 
avowed, but it was plainly manifest 
that it was the settled and permanent 
policy and business of the government, 
writes Casper Vandewatering, former- 
ly private secretary to President Kru- 
ger's cabinet, in the New York Jour- 
nal, and I had no doubt then, and have 
none now, that the subject was con- 
stantly under discussion by wise old 
Com Paul and his equally wise coun- 
selor, Dr. Leyds. The harvest of those 
years of preparation is now being gath- 
ered, though the world does net even 
yet realize the -extent to which It has 
been carried on. 


Foremost among the preparations 


have been the establishment and equip- 
ment of the huge dynamite factories at 
Zurfontein, -which have been the pet 
creation of President Kruger's brain. 
He easily saw that a people so territo- 
rially isolated as were the Boers could 
never successfully carry on a prolong- 
ed contest with Great Britain if they 
were to be dependent upon outside 
sources for their munitions of war. 
The famous dynamite factories would 
render them independent in this re- 
spect in time of war, while yielding an 
Immense profit in time of peace. 


And so, to answer this doulMe pur- 


pose, the great factories were projected 
and completed. They are easily the 
largest and most elaborate of their 
kind in the -world, having been planned 
and built by the best of German me- 
chanical experts. 
Their entire me- 


chanical and electrical equipment is 
also of German manufacture, and the 
operation of the works is also largely 
in German hands, though ^Hollanders 
and Kaffirs are also employed. 
,- All, or substantially all, of the mate- 
rials required in the manufacture are 
also found in the neighboring soil, iind 
the factories are in direct connection 
•with the m}nes. These immense tac- 
tories, lying midway between Pretovia 
and Johannesburg, have a capacity suf- 
ficient to supply iH possible needs of 
the Boer forces te modern explosives, 
and the immense advantage thus given 
over an invading enemy who is obliged 
to rely upon a supply thousands of 
miles distant cannot be overestimated. 


Equally important preparations have 


also been made in the way of forts and 
strongholds throughout the Transvaal. 
So quietly have these been constructed 
that any detailed description and loca 
tion of them at this time would be im- 
proper. 
But their strength at and 


around Pretoria alone is sufficient to 
render that city absolutely impregna- 
ble. The entire country about the city 
is so completely covered by the huge 
forts upon the surrounding ftills that 
approach from any quarter would seem

SIK ALFKED 


Transvaal government the conditions 
are not different from those in the 
United States and that the grievances 
of the uitlanders or foreign born pop- 
ulation arose wholly from the fact that 
in order to become naturalized they 
were required to have what seemed to 
them too long a residence in the coun- 
try. In the negotiations preceding the 
war, only extracts of which have been 
published here, the oath was mention- 
ed as one of the chief grievances, says 
the New York Sun. Assertions have 
been made by persons conversant with 
the trouble that the Transvaal made a 
man forswear allegiance to his coun- 
try nnd then required him to live con- 
tinuously in the Transvaal for 12 years 
before according him the right of citi- 
zenship, his status being virtually that 
of "the man without a country." This 
assertion has brought forth denials 
from many quarters, but it would seem 
that those who made them had not 
carefully studied the test of the nego- 
tiations. 


une Transvaal government, it ap- 


pears from the report of the conference 
between Sir Alfred Milner and Presi- 
dent Kruger at Bloemfontein last May, 
has since 18S2 required that all persons 
at the time of announcing their inten- 
tion and desire of becoming full citi- 
zens, with all the franchise rights of 
the burghers, should take an oath for- 
swearing allegiance to all uLliei. uuuu- 
tries, and particularly to the country 
from which they came. By the pecul- 
iar law of the Transvaal, which, the 
burghers contend, was made for its 
protection against foreign invasion, a 
person desirous of eventually obtain- 
ing the franchise must, upon his arri- 
val in the country, register his inten- 
tkm and at the same time take the oath 
by which Ke forfeited his citizenship 
elsewhere. At the expiration of two 
years after taking this oath the right 
was given to him of voting for mem- 
bers of the raad, or lower legislative 
body, provided he continued to register 
his'intention each year in the manner 
that he did at first. Four years after 
the first registration he receives the 
right to hold a seat in the lower house , 
if elected by the residents of his dis- 
trict, but under the laws in force at the 
time of the conference at Bloemfontein 
it was not until ten years from this 
time or 14 years after his first regis- 
tration that he received the full fran- 
chise possessed by the burghers or the 
right to vote for members of the volks- 
raad, or upper bouse, or to hold a seat 
In it or to vote for president. As the 
volksraad possessed the power to veto 
any law passed by tbe lower house, it 
was thus in supreme control of legis- 
lation. 
At the Bloemfontein confer- 


ence, which failed of any agreement, 
Sir Alfred Milner's proposals as given 
in his dispatch to Mr. Chamberlain 
printed in the London Times of June 
10 were: (1) The full franchise after 
five years' residence, (2) to one who 
had declared his intention t,o reside 
permanently in the Transvaal (3) and 
who had taken an oath to obey tbe 
laws, undertake all obligations of citi- j 
zenshlp and to defend the independ- 
ence of the Transvaal. 


President Kruger's conciliatory pro- 


posal as given in Sir Alfred Milner's 
dispatch was that a newcomer should 
obtain naturalization, but not the full 
franchise, after two years provided he 
had registered his intention 14 days 
after his arrival and had complied with 
these terms: (1) Had given six months' 
notice of Intention. (2) had registered 
for two years continually, (3) hacl re- 
sided in the republic during that peri- 


od, (4) had undergone no dishonoring 
sentence, (3) had given proof of'obedi- 
ence to the laws, (0) had given proof 
of full state citizenship, (7) was in pos- 
session of a certain amount of proper- 
ty and (S) had taken an oath similar 
to that enact0d In the Orange Free 
State. After becoming naturalized up- 
on compliance with these terms, ac- 
cording to President Kruger's propos- 
al, a person would receive the full 
franchise llvo years from tuc date of 
his naturalization, provided he had 
registered every year and had con-',

mentioned. 
The oath mentioned as 


required in the Free State of persons 
intending to become naturalized was 
simply one of fidelity, but it can be 
seen from these terms that upon be- 
coming naturalized after two years 
and six months' residence a person 
would be compelled to forswear alle- 
giance to his former country, and yet 
in return he worn*, not receive the full 
franchise, but must wait five years 
more. It would thus be nine years be- 
fore he possessed any control of legis- 
lation. 


Sir Alfred Milner said of this to Mr. 


Chamberlain in his dispatch regarding 
his conference, ''Under this plan a ma- 
jority would not naturalize because 
the scheme retained the unfortunate 
principle by which a man must aban- 
don his old citizenship for a number 
of years before getting full burgher 
rights, my view being that, however 
long a period of residence was fixed 
before a man became a burgher, he 
should be admitted once for all to full 
rights on taking tb? oath of alle- 
giance." 


Further light is thrown on the ques- 


tion of the oath in the verbatim report 
of the Bloemfontein conference as giv- 
en in the green book of the Transvaal 
government. This was printed in full 
in tho London Times later. Sir Alfred 
Miluer, the British high commissioner, 
said to President Kruger that under 
the laws of the Transvaal then in force 
It took 14 years, or, as Kruger propos- 
ed, nine years, to get the full franchise. 
"British subjects," he 'said to Kruger, 
"have to take an oath whereby they 
lose their citizenship, and then they 
would have to wait still 12 years, or, 
according to the new plan, seven years, 
before becoming full burghers." 


President 
Kruger in reply 
said: 


"These people are themselves the cause 
of this. In 1S70 the law said a resi- 
dence of one year got the full fran- 
chise. In 1831, however, after the war 
of independence, some officials and 
some members of the raad said they 
were still residents of Great Britain, 
and as a consequence the Transvaal 
had to pay indemnity to Great Brit- 
ain for money taken from the people 
to defend the state, notwithstanding 
that they had sworn fidelity to our na- 
tion and had taken an oath of office to 
obey the laws and keep in view the 
independence of the Transvaal,.and yet 
this oath helped us nothing, and they 
were still British subjects." 


Milner contended in reply that an- 


nexation had intervened and that the 
British alleged that during annexation 
they were British subjects. "But they 
had sworn fidelity," said Kruger, "and 
as "burghers had to assist us if they 
did not fight. Thereupon our burghers 
said that the newcomers must there- 
after forswear ' previous allegiance." 
Milner said he considered it super- 
fluous to demand more than an oath of 
allegiance and a willingness to obey 
the laws and to defend the independ- 
ence, as it was certain that the taking 
of this oath would rob persons of exist- 
ing citizenship. "It ought to be," he 
says, "a simple oath of fidelity taken 
at the time a man got the full fran- 
chise." 


Later on in the conference President 


Kruger said this in regard to the status 
of persons who had forsworn their alle- 
giance to other countries: "I maintain 
that on taking the oath of naturaliza- 
tion and so becoming entitled to elect 
members to the second raad they be- 
come lawful burghers and that they 
at that moment may receive more than 
they did in their own country, for they 
could in such a short time in no other 
country elect magistrates or minis- 
ters." In another place in reply to a 
question from Milner Kruger said that 
he had the power to commandeer or 
call out for military service persons 
who had taken this oath, although, as 
has been shown, they did not possess 
the full franchise in having the right 
to vote for president or members of 
the volksraad, but were simply wait- 
ing in some cases for naturalization. 
This power, President Kruger added, 
he had not taken advantage of in many 
cases. 


Sir Alfred Milner wrote regarding 


the conference, "Even accepting the 
full view of President Kruger as to 
what 
constitutes burgbersbip, yet 


when there are both full burghers and 
half burghers the latter must be call- 
ed an inferior class, and to that class 
men without citizenship under some 
circumstances may indefinitely be con- 
"fined." 


The conference was fruitless of 


agreement, and four months later both 
sides plunged into war to settle the 
dispute. 


Baden-Powell's Idea, of Tactics. 
Private letters received in London 


from Colonel Baden-Powell 
express 


that gallant officer's conviction that 
the Boers will have to be beaten as 
much by strategy and wariness as by 
bravery and hard fighting. He seems 
especially to lay emphasis on the im- 
portance of encountering them with 
the unexpected and unusual and on the 
necessity of receiving with great cau- 
tion any abnormal politeness or gener- 
osity on the part>of the enemy.—Iion- 
flon News.

says the Philadelphia Press. America, 
tired of sending heiresses to London. 
now switches off to duck and terrapin. 
and great is the joy of the epicure 
thereat. 


Sir Arthur Guest of London tasted 


the glorious, palate tickling terrapin in 
this prim Quaker city some years ajro. 
He also indulged in canvasback duck 
in Philadelphia, and he vowed a grout 
oath that some fair day his friends in 
England should partake of these fr.r 
famed culinary triumphs of Philadel- 
phia. 
He could travel and cat to his uttermost fill, 
But the taste of the terrapin clung to him still. 


And so It came about the other day 


that Mr. Lawrence McCormick of the 
Bellevue received a note, from Sir 
Arthur Guest saying that his lordship 
intended to give a dinner of 40 covers 


| in London about the middle of January 


I and that he wanted terrapin and cau- 
j vasback duck 5n sufficient quantities, 


and not only to send the terrapin and 


1 duck, but that the Bellevue was to 


send one of its chefs to Sir Arthur 
Guest's kitchens,, and by the presence 
of the august Bellevue chef the deli- 
cious bits of epicurean delight could be 
prepared as only a chef could prepare 
them. 


And so Mr. McCormick has sent Sir 


Arthur Guest a letter saying that cook 
and edibles would arrive on time. Ten 
days before the dinner party in Lon- 
don the chef and his precious • cargo 
will embark, and four days before the 
dinner that chef will be in his lord- 
ship's kitchens getting acquainted with 
the pots and pans and other homely 
receptacles necessary to prepare dishes 
fit for the Olympian gods themselves. 


i 
Of course Sir Arthur Guest has said 


nothing whatever about cost—cost 
doesn't count where canvasback and 
diamondback are concerned. 
But. 


merely to- show how expensive two 
courses can be made when you order 
your cook and incidentals in Philadel- 
phia and serve them in London, here 
are some pretty figures: 


It takes 20 terrapin to tickle 40 


palates—and terrapin nowadays are $7 


| apiece on account possibly of the dia- 


monds on their backs. 
But 7 times 


20 gives us $140 as the cost of the 
shelled back delicacy. Then the can- 
vasback duck is a very expensive fowl. 
It feeds on celery roots along the Mary- 
land shore—and celery is a rather ex- 
pensive diet, even for a duck. And so 
these 'birds are worth $6 a pair, and 
there will be 20 ducks, or ten pair, 
which means $60 for ducks. And then 
our dear friend the cook. There are 
four chefs at the Bellevue, and one of 
these will go to England. His wages 
are $300 a month, and he will spend 
$200 for a round trir ticket. 


Now we have the mere ocst of this 


chef - duck - terrapin expedition and 
without any of the frills of profit put 
on. And herd's how the mere cost 
foots up:

These $700 merely represent the ac- 


tual colt of things, and no mention is 


! made of brandies, sherries and the hun- 
j dred details of culinary wants. Add 


i $100 for them and we get $800 for the 


cost—only the cost, mind you—of can- 
vasback duck and diamondback terra- 
pin for 40 people. And when you pay 
$20 a head for such delicacies then it 
shows how necessary some luxuries 
are. 


The chef is tickled to death at the 


idea of showing the Englishmen how 
the wonderful canvasback is prepared 
and the egg gorged terrapin is served. 
And he's lying awake o' nights to 
rightly rehearse his famous formula so 
it will come to him letter perfect in a 
etrange and foreign clime, for the chef 
is the principal article of Import in 
this strange gastronomical expedition. 
Diamondback terrapin has been known 
in "dear Lunnun," but it is usually 
prepared here and canned. Then you 
heat the can in boiling water and 
think you have terrapin. 


Canvasback duck, too, have they In 


London. Shot and shipped within 48 
hours of its airy demise, it arrives in 
London in fair condition. 
But the 


London cooks don't know what to do 
with the fowl when they get it, and 
hence the chef, the real Americanized 
French chef, who gees to Albion to 
show epicures that a hot bird differs 
from a canvasback and that diamond- 
back terrapin isn't turtle.

Alexander S. Ches-jin, late of the Im- 


perial university of St. I'utt'r&burg aud 
of Johns Hopkins university, lectured 
recently in New York on "A Glance In- 
to the History of the Uu^sinn Empire." 
A large audience which listened rather 
piTfv.LK'torily while Professor ChfS&in 
t.ilki-d of Byzantine and 1'artar iuiiu- 
eui:es and the rise of the Muscovite 
blatu bccaine more alert when he bo- 
gau to speak of the expansion and 
progress of modern Russia in the east 
and her relations there with rival pow- 
ers, 
f-iys the New York Commercial 


Advertiser. That expansion he detin- 
od by saying that the half million 
square miles of Russian territory ia 
the middle of tiio lifteeuth century was 
increased threefold in the reigu of 
Ivan the Terrible by the acquisition 
of Siberia, grew to C.OOO.UuO square 
miles in tho time of Peter the Groat 
and has continued steadily to increase 
until today the empire embraces near- 
ly two-thirds of Europe aud considera- 
bly more than one-third of Asia, a to- 
tal area of 8,730,000 square miles. This 
rapid growth, except in rare cases, 
Professor Chessin said, had been emi- 
nently pacific, and the vanquished had 
nearly always come to recognize the 
advantages of Russian rule. 


"In the far east," he continued, "Chi- 


na is most directly affected by the ex- 
pansion of the Russian empire. Rus- 
sian annexation of Chinese territorj 
has ever been favorable to the Chi- 
nese, opening new channels for their 
trade. 
Russia, however, more thaj; 


any other power, is intent on preserv- 
ing the unity of the Chinese empire. 
It has no interest in acquiring a land 
th'ickly peopled with an alien race. Its 
traditional policy has been to acquire 
thinly peopled lands. 
You may be 


very sure that Russia will have no 
hand in a dismemberment of the Chi- 
nese empire." 


Russia's policy in Korea after the as- 


sassination of the Korean queen and 
the flight of the king to the Russian 
legation for protection made an ene- 
my of Japan, but the occupation of 
Port Arthur to protect the terminals of 
the Siberian railway had diverted Rus- 
sia's attention from Korea, so that for 
the present at least he could see no 
likelihood of a conflict with Japan. 


With Great Britain Professor Ches- 


sin said there was less danger of con- 
flict on the Pacific than in central Asia 
and Persia. On the coast Great Brit- 
ain's maritime supremacy could only 
be benefited, he said, by the Siberian, 
railway. 
In central Asia, however, 


the interests of Russia and Great Brit- 
ain were more antagonistic. 


"On the part of England," he assert- 


ed, "this antagonism is founded on the 
preposterous idea that Russia has de- 
signs upon the Indian empire. No Rus- 
sian general or statesman is foolish 
enough to dream of the conquest of In- 
dia. Russia has two objects in central 
Asia. One is the realization of the Rus- 
sian dream to possess Constantinople, 
which the czars have ever considered 
their legitimate inheritance from By- 
%antium. The other object is to break 
through central Asia to the open sea." 


This latter object, Professor Chessin 


pointed out, could be more easily ac- 
complished than by the conquest of 
India. Russia had obtained complete 
strategetical supremacy on the Persian 
frontier, had won the confidence of the 
people by delivering them from the 
demoralization and incapacity of Per- 
sian rule and owns today all the rail- 
way concessions of Persia, assuring an 
easy access to the seaboard on the Per- 
^ian gulf. 
There was, therefore, no 


reason for Russian encroachment on 
the Anglo-Afghan frontier, though he 
had asserted significantly but a few 
moments before: 


"The days of the present ruler of 


Afghanistan are numbered. Before 
long the country will be in a'turmoil 
over the rival claimants for the throne. 
Russia will be called upon to partici- 
pate in the settlement of those dis- 
turbances, and if Great Britain is 
handicapped as at present by her war 
in South Africa she will be unable to 
prevent the Russian occupancy of Ka- 
bul and Herat" 


"Great Britain," Professor Chessin 


asserted, "attaches too much importance 
to the maritime projects of the czar. 
The idea that Russia could ever chal- 
lenge Great Britain's supremacy on 
the sea is visionary. England's for- 
midable navy, however, in a war with 
Russia could accomplish nothing, for 
Russia Is a continental, not a maritime, 
power." 


In Asia, Professor Chessin said, Rus- 


sia's attitude hn.rt nlwnys been the con- 
verse of Great Britain's high aud 
mighty policy, the fruits of which 
England was now reaping in South 
Africa'througb the greed and misman; 
agement of Downing street The Rus- 
sian, he asserted, was of a more fra- 
ternal character than that of the Brit- 
on, guiltless of the latter's air of su- 
perioi-ity and willingness to enter into 
commercial relations with 
inferior 


races. 


"Despite its autocratic government," 


Professor Chessin concluded, "the Rus- 
sians nre an intensely democratic na- 
tion, and In this seeming paradox Is 
the secret of their success and of their 
admiration for the-people of the United 
States."

They contain- 
ed a strong arraignment of things as 
they are, in which arraignment there 
was a display of ridicule .sarcasm and 
brilliant epigramatic statement within 
the gift of few men. And they con- 
tained a solution—we do not say the 
solution—of the national problem, in- 
cluding the sociological as well as the 
governmental quantity in that prob 


Jem. 
Mr. Bryan would restore 
the 


nation to its virgin republicanism and 
give the people the peace and plenty of 
their dreams by the rernonetization of 
silver, making large aggregations of 
capital impossible and by making the 
Filipinos an independent nation.. That 
Is Bryanism as it looks in plain lan- 
guage, not the engaging language of 
its author. 


We have said Mr. Bryan does not 


Impress us as being a statesman. That 
he is a politician with malice afore- 
thought we do not assert, for we have 
conceded the man's sincerity. But he 
is not a statesman because he throws 
his power directly against the eco- 
nomic and natural tendency instead of 
applying it to make the economic and 
natural 
tendency serve the largest 


number of the people in the best pos- 
sible way. He would break with the 
current of things. He would not direct 
the current. Gladstone, the greatest 
statesman of modern times, owed his 
Bupreir.acy to his respect for the con- 
tinuity of history and his genuis for 
building the new in harmony with the 
old- Bryan h-as none of Gladstone's re- 
gard for conservatism.

lUtractlve. He denounces as the revo- 


* utlonist denounces and he calls for a

ist. That is the impractical-reformer 
part of him. the part which denies him 
the right to be classed with statesmen. 
The Judicial conservatism is lacking. 
When you. shake yourself from the 
spell of Bryan's words you do not feel 
there was In the man, you heard that 
dept of wisdom, that breadth and 
power of mind, that safe constructive 
spirit and that massiveness of resource- 
ful character which you would want In 


* 
the man who aspires to radical leader- 
ship at the head of the 'government. 
You are impressed with his capacity, 
not with greatness; with his ability to 
arraign and condemn, not with 
a 


genius for leadership or construction; 
with his brilliancy, but not with a 
great and quiding wisdom and mag- 
nificence of mind and character. Mr. 
Bryan is not without tact, but he is no 
diplomat. 
He is not without ideas, 


but he is not a groat teacher. He is 
not without expediency, but .he is not 
a man of unusual resourcefulness. He 
is large and attractive, but not great 
nor grand. 


In his discussion of the money ques- 


tion Mr. Bryan ws.a little more than 
academic. Admitting that all he said 
was true, to prevent confusion at this 
time, there would still remain the most 
important matter of all, the matter of 
how the doubling of the primary 
money by adding all the silver to all 
the gold, would affect the prosperity 
and .well being of the people. The tre- 
mendous rise in prices sure to follow 
would bring on hardships which the 
maintenance of a standing army of 
half a million men would not be a cir- 
cumstance to. Agreeing, to prevent 
confusion, that silver and gold could be 
maintained at a parity at the ratio of 
16 to 1, is it necessary to plunge the 
country into such distress as would 
surely come from the free coinage of 
the white metal? Conditions demand- 
ing a course so revolutionary can be 
imagined, but will Mr. Bryan say the 
present conditions demand it? 
No 


doubt he will, for he demands silver 
with an insistence equal to his insis-

Is it statesmanship that con- 
fines him to this, Or would statesman- 
ship find some plan of currency re- 
form that would not shake the nation 
to its industrial foundations no matter 
for how brief a time? 


When Mr. Bryan-discussed aggrega- 


tions of capital he betrayed his want of 
economic learning. He is opposed to 
these aggregations, opposed to com- 
binations.

ignoring the economic truth that many 
small concerns are more expensive to 
society than one large concern. In his 
banquet speech he pictured to his audi- 
ence how there would be one company 
lawyer with the other lawyers clerks 
in the company lawyer's office and one 
company doctor with the other the 
company doctor's assistants 
or no- 


where :f this combining and consoli- 
dating of things should go on. This 
lets us at the meat of his economic 
policy, which is the expensive policy of 
individualism. Is this the talk of a 
statesman? 
Or would the statesman 


apply himself to finding a method of 
giving to the people the benefit which is 
positively contained in legitimate com- 
bination? 


Mr. Bryan was the scoffer when he 


discussed the question of so-called im- 
perialism. He was not the dignified, 
discerning and profound man dealing 
with a grave national crisis. 
His 


ridicule was far superior to his illu- 
mination of the problem. The "God is 
in it" and the "destiny" appealed much 
more to Mr. Bryan than the national 
responsibility and the true status of 
the situation in the Philippines. Mr. 
Bryan affered us nothing that the man 
in the street did not give us before Mr. 
Bryan began talking 
"imperialism" 


when he saw that it expanded to the 
proportions of an issue for a national 
campaign. It was the 
equality of 


man, 
independence for the Filipinos 


with the United States saying "Hands 
off" to the world. Mr. Bryan did not 
attempt to explain to us how it would 
have affected our relations with other 
nations had the Tagals found it neces- 
sary to conquer their island brethren 
and in doing so caused subjects of other 
nations extensive injury, nor, did he 
show us by uhat new application of 
international law he would justify our 
right to say "Hands off" to any power 
when we had 
given the Philippines 


the right to act for themselves by mak- 
ing them as free and as sovereign as 
the United States. Such things are 
probably not poetic enough for his na- 
tional policy. But did Mr. Bryan ap- 
pear as the statesman when he dis- 
cussed this problem? Or did he appear 
as the politician, coming after the man 
in the street, with the rnan-in-the- 
stroet's argument on a matter 
big 


enough for an issue and believed to be 
a source of votes? 


Mr. Bryan is an idealist when he 


comes forward believing he has hit the 
plan that will give us all plenty, make 
all things equitable and make us all 
happy. He is an idealist when his 
scheme of things comprehends perfec- 
tion and completeness. 
If you have 


listened attentively to Mr. Bryan you 
have gathered from him that there is 
no loose 
end after 
his 
method is 


adopted. The money Hystem is com- 
plete and there Is no unearned gain 
anywhere for anybody. The economic

It is when he talks 


this perfection and completeness that 
we hear him as a man on, a hill, the 
voice carried down on the winds. It 
Is then that men appear as in a valley 
at his feet, for it has not been given 
to men to know perfection or complete- 
ness. And it is when Mr. Bryan ar- 
raigns things as they are and talks or 
implies his perfection and completeness 
that he unveils himself as the unprac- 
tical reformer. He is that reformer 
true to life when he unreservedly de- 
nounces, finds corruption and debase- 
ment in all that is not of him or his and 
offers him and his to an ever-anxious 
people as a certain relief from their 
social and governmental imperfections. 
It is only when we ponder on the 
amount of salvation offered us in Mr. 
Bryan's gospel that we truly see how 
little there is to Mr. Bryan. 


The genius for critical epigrams and 


the superb ridicule, which; has done 
more to make Mr. Bryan famous than 
his national policy or economic teach- 
ings, certainly deserves notice. But 
its effects cannot be argued away. 
There was a man, operating in a dif- 
ferent line, who- gained as 
wide a 


fame by a similar genius. He is dead 
now and nobody misses him. But he 
was a master at saying brilliant and 
beautiful things. Yet he might as well 
have anchored himself in mid-ocean 
and wasted his gift on the waves. His 
labor was in vain. He, too, was an 
idealist in his way, and he was a 
scoffer also. His useless shafts were 
aimed at the Christian faith and his 
name was Ingersoll.

THE CITY_FLOODED 


Thousands of Dollars 
of 


Damage in Cellars and 


Factories Today 


BIGGEST FLOOD IN MANY YEARS 


Losses in This City, Blackinton and 


Adams, Street Railway Suffers 


Many Streets Under Water. 


Pittsfield's Loss Heavier 


Than North Adams' 


The heaviest rainstorm of recent 


record, coming1 when the ground was 
frozen and covered with snow, result- 
ed this morning in one of the worst 
floods that the cfty has had to deal with 
for many years. Many parts of the 
city were wholly under water, and the 
loss from flooded cellars will reach 
thousands of dollars it is estimated. 
Blackinton, Adams and Willlamstown 
suffered in the same way, and alto- 
gether, Northern Berkshire business 
was alittost at a standstill all day. 


The rain began last evening1, and 


about midnight began to come in tor- 
rents. From that time until well into 
the forenoon the rain fell almost with- 
out intermission. As measured at the 
Notch, nearly an inch and a quarter 
had fallen this morning, and by 1 
o'clock this afternoon, when the skies 
lightened, another inch and a quarter 
had been, added. The notch reservoir 
was running1 over heavily, arid even 
with the upper gates open, the water 
was several inches deep on the dam. 


At first the flood resembled a rather 


unfortunate joke, but it soon became 
more serious than this. All during the 
morning business men were receiving 
frantic calls from wives at home that 
cellars were being flooded, and furnace 
fires stopped by the rising water, and 
the express teams were busy carrying 
people back and forth, in the flooded 
districts. 


By the middle of the forenoon all the 


lower districts of the city were under 
water, like the swamp region, River 
street, 1,,-acewell avenue, and 
the 


meadows south of th.--—~*S\ To attempt 
to enumerate the localities where cel- 
lars were flooded would be useless, and 
it can simply be stated that none of 
the lower part of the city escaped. 


Along the River Bank* 


Both the north and south branches 


of the Hoosac river were hisrher than 
they have been in years, and a great 
deal of damage resulted. The north 
branch was lusher than it has been 
before for a long time, and everything 
along lower River street wap flooded. 
At Weber's shoe shop on Holdeni street 
•water flooded the basement, where the 
sole leather room is, and did damage 
to reach $200 or $300. That department 
was shut down this afternoon. 
The 


Windsor print works was not affected 
according- to reports this afternoon, but 
the Arnold print works suffered badly. 


The finishing room and dye house of 


the Arnold print works were shut down 
this afternoon, it being impossible to 
run the machinery on account of the 
\vater. The loss aside from the stop- 
ping of work was reported, as not 
heavy. 


The south branch rose high enoueh 


to carry away a large amount of lum- 
ber and railroad ties that were near 
the river, and did damage in Bartlett's 
j ards. 


The water rose to within a short dis- 


tance of the Fitchburg railroad bridg-e 
near State street, and came to within 
a few inches of the city water pipe that 
crosses the river near the railroad 
bridge. It was feared that the ties 
coming down the river would strike 
and break this. 


TUe Street Hallway 


The street railway was badly handi- 


capped by the high water 
on the 


meadows south of the city, which were 
one big1 lake. Late in the forenoon 
the water rase so that cars were unable 
to run over the flats from Flags's 
meadow to Hodge's crosing, and teams 
were sent to the place to transfer pas- 
sengers. This broke up the schedule 
badly, and cars were running irregu- 
larly. On the Williamstawn line the 
cars were also delayed bv water in 
some places. 


The Schools 


There was a very small attendance in 


the lower grades of the schools this 
morning on account of the rain, and 
this noon a good many of those who 
did go to school had a hard time 
reaching their homes again. 
The no 


school signal was sounded at II o'clock 
this forenoon. 


The Miner school suffered most from 


the flood. "Water poured into the base- 
ment until it almost put out the flres in 
the heating plant, and men were at 
work there all the morning to keep the 
water down as much as possible. 


Family In Prison 


Among the amusing incidents of the 


flood was one on River street, where 
one house was entirely surrounded by 
water. A little after noon the water 
rose so that the inmates of the house 
were unable to get out without going 
through water some feet deep, and they 
came to the windows and began to 
shout lustily for help. .Those neigh- 
bors who were not attending to troubles 
of their own turned their efforts to 
the construction of a life raft on which 
to rescue the family. 


L.OSH to the City 


It was impossible to tell the loss to 


the city from the washing of roads. 
Tha fact that they were frozen and 
partly covered with snow saved them 
from much damage, at the same time 
that it increased the loss on private 
property by sending the water to the 
collars. Miner street was washed bad- 
ly, and Brooklyn street was washed to- 
some extent. The public works depart- 
ment was doing the best it could in va- 
rious parts of the city to keep the sur- 
face sewers open to perform their work, 
tut hi most places the sewers1 were en- 
tirely inadequate to the task of carry- 
ing oft so much water. 


THE LOSS IN ADAMS

P1TTSFIELD SUFFERS BADLY

The flood hit Flttsfleld and central 


and southern Berkshire even worse 
than it did this region. At the Tillot- 
son mill in Pittsfleld the water filled the 
basement to such an extent that holes 
had to be punched in the walls on the 
side opposite the river. Even this was 
not enough, the water backed from the 
lower dam so rapidly, and finally this 
afternoon the lower dam was dyna- 
mited to save the mill. 


For the first time in the history of 


the street railway in Pittsfield the cars 
on the Tillotson line had to stop this 
afternoon. 
All around the city the loss was heavy 
and in some parts the city will be held 
responsible for the damage, and will 
probably have to stand heavy damase 
cases. 


Through southern Berkshire the re- 


port was the same. Fear was ex- 
pressed for several dams along th line 
of the river, and Great Barrington was 
largely .under water. At one of the 
saw mills there a man had to wade in 
water up to his neck to save something 
he had left there. 


Trains on the Berkshire branch of 


i he Consolidated were badly delayed by 
the flood. An associated Press dispatch 
from New Milford, Conn., this after- 
noon says: 


There was a serious washout on the 


Berkshire division of the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford at Board- 
man Bridge today, the result of heavy 
rains. The New York express was de- 
layed over two hours. The rails were 
undermined to a considerable depth, 
and there is extensive damage. 


Damage In Blacklntot- 


Considerable darr.arre was reported 


from Blackinton, where the roads were 
washed in many places and many of 
the cellars were; flooded. The cellar 
of the boarding1 house wag nodded with 
a loss of about $100 to the, provisions 
stored there. The village was partially 
cut off from communication by the 
trouble in running cars on the electric 
road.

STANDARD FOR PRIZE CORN. 


Set of Rules Made by Indiana State 


Grower*' Association. 


The State Corn Growers' association 


at Richmond, Ind., has adopted a score 
card for1 judging corn at the state and 
county fairs. It is as follows, says the 
Chicago Record: 


Uniformity of variety end exhibit, 10 


points; condition ot marketableness, 10 
points; well filled out at ends, 20 
points; perfection and uniformity of 
grain, 3 points; length of ear, 5 points; 
circumference of ear, 5 points; straight- 
ness and regularity of rows of grains, 
10 points; per cent of grain, 2\j points. 


The standard of perfection is as fol- 


lows: "A perfect ear of corn in the 
northern third of the state should be 
9 inches in length; in the central third, 
10 inches; in the southern third, 11 
Inches. The diameter as to length 
should be as 1 to 4. The ear should 
yield 90 per cent of grain. The ear 
should taper slightly,, approaching the 
cylindrical to near the point It should 
be well filled out at both ends, with 
rows of grains regular and straight." 


Disqualifications are as follows: "A 


red cob in. white corn and a white cob 
in yellow corn. This applies to white 
and yePow corn only."

Everett Hale, on account of his elec- 
tion to the board of directors of the so- 
ciety. President George A. O. Ernst 
introduced Dr. Hale as a man who had 
given to the world some of its most 
beautiful and affectionate thoughts. 


"I am here," said Dr. Hale, "as a 


representative of those people who be- 
lieve in the kindly treatment of ani- 
mals. As I understand it the chief ob- 
ject of this society is to put to death 
In a decent and painless way dogs and 
cats that are so diseased or crippled 
that they cannot live. But there is an- 
other object which I d«re say is appro- 
priate to your purposes, and that is the 
encouragement nf kindness to living 
animals. I am interested in pets." 


Dr. Hale went on to speak of a cer- 


tain book on animals in which the au- 
thor advanced the opinion that people 
who live in cities are less humane than 
those who live in the country, for the 
Simple reason that city people are un- 
accustomed to have animal pets about 
them. 


"I am glad," said Dr. Hale, "that the 


word humane has come to mean spe- 
cifically kindly treatment of animals 
rather than treatment of human be- 
ings. The Massachusetts Humane so- 
ciety was founded for the purpose of 
showing mercy to human beings, but 
there Is a Connecticut humane society 
•which cares especially for animals. I 
believe that you cannot have humane 
men and women unless you train them 
in caring for weaker beings. 


"The other day at my church Pro- 


fessor Garner, who is one of the fore- 
most exponents of humanity, made an 
address to 50 Sunday school children. 
They were children of parents living in 
the city. When Professor Garner had 
finished, I asked the children whether 
they had in their homes any pets which 
they could call by name. Out of the 
EO there were three children who had 
cats, and there was one that had a»dog. 
I next asked how many had canary 
birds, and there was not a single ca- 
nary bird represented. Just think of 
It—only three cats and one dog as pets 
in the homes of 50 Sunday school chil- 
dren! Now, that's what you've got by 
putting up 16 story tenement houses 
and crowding people into suits, and 
then you ask us ministers to look out 
for the morals of these families. 


"I should be glad," Dr. Hale con- 


tinued, "if every schoolroom in the 
city of Boston had its peb dog or cat or 
rabbit. The children would be trained 
In 'kindness to weaker beings and so 
would be bred to regard one another 
moro sympathetically, more tenderly, 
and they would grow up to be better 
hearted men and women for that train- 
Ing. I think that some philanthropist 
in Boston could not do a finer thing 
than establish for each public school a 
rabbit family. 


"I am happy to say that 15 cats make 


their home under my piazza. In clos- 
ing I wish to impress upon you this 
truth—that if yon can train boys and 
girls to care tenderly for dogs and 
cats in their neighborhood your so- 
ciety will have advanced very great- 
ly toward the fulfillment of Its highest 
purpose."

A FEARFUL SACRIFICE. 


How Michael O'Donnell Gave Up 


All to Save His Brother. 


WENT TO PEISOH IN HIS STEAD. 


Lout Health and Reaaon, but Kept 


Faith to the Laat—Twice Became 
Deranged and When Freed Killed 
a Han In Rase—How Seat to an 
Asylum. 
Michael O'Donnell never pretended 


to be a hero. He is simply a poor, un- 
educated east side boy of New York, 
who calmly sacrificed ten years of his 
liberty to save his brother from prison 
and who would not betray the guilty 
one even when he felt that be was be- 
coming Insane. 


Jimmy O'Donnell was the bad broth- 


er of tbe family that used to live at 
431 East Sixty-fourth street On the 
night of April 30, 1888, Jimmy, with 
two other ruffians, robbed Max Stein's 
saloon at 410 East Sixty-fourth street 
They beat Stein fearfully, but he shot 
Jimmy in the head, and the thieves ran 
away. 
Michael Feehan was caught 


Michael O'Donnell had nothing to do 
with the crime. 
Michael O'Donnell, 


then 18 years old, went around to 
Stein's saloon to try to recover Jim- 
my's hat for if this were found it 
might help to trace him, says the New 
York World. 
Stein, mistaking one 


brother for the other, had Michael ar- 
rested. 


The boy never tittered a word in his 


own behalf. 
H«> was convicted. Judge 


Randolph B. Martiue sent him to state 
prison for 30 years. Feehan received 
the same sentence. Feehan being very 
sick with consumption, his friends ob- 
tained a pardon from Governor Mor- 
ton. Feehan died on Christmas eve, 
1896. The pardon was received at the 
prison nest day. But while Senator 
Maurice Featherson was getting Fee- 
haa's history the prisoner told him of 
the innocence .of Michael O'Donnell. 
The senator went to (yDonneU's cell 
and offered to help him to freedom. 


"Don't do it," said Michael. 
"I'm a 


strong, big fellow, and I can stand 
this place all right, but Jimmy's deli- 
cate. I guess lie won't last much long- 
er anyway, and I'm used to this place 
now." 


This self sacrifice was the more re- 


markable because Michael O'Donnell 
had been recently returned for the 
second time to Auburn prison from 
the Matteawan Hospital For the Crim- 
inal Insane. He was cured then. He 
had the full use of his memory. He 
knew that his devotion to his brother 
Jimmy had twice cost him his reason 
and, might make him insane again, 
yet he did not falter. 


That part of the story is very simple. 


Michael O'Donuell, 18 years old, find- 
ing himself for the'first time in a pris- 
on, .grieved under its hardships and 
brooded over his condition.- He be- 
came morbid. He knew his confine- 
ment was unjust. He would not buy 
freedom by betraying his brother. He 
grew morose. He began at last to 
feel that he was the Victim of a plot 
His delusion grew stronger each day. 
Under its influence he heard the keep- 
ers whispering about him to the other 
convicts. They laughed and jeered at 
him, 
and one of them at night barked 


like a dog—the signal for all the con- 
spirators to rush into his cell and kill 
him. 


So Michael very quietly hid a pair of 


shears in the tailor shop one day, and 
when he had a good chance he stole up 
beside one of the conspirators—a fel- 
low convict—and stabbed him. These 
facts are all part of the history of 
Michael O'Donnell's case, and they 
were sworn to the other day by Dr. 
Henry E. Allison, superintendent of 
the Mattcawan asylum. 
O'Donnell's 


delusion in the asylum was that the 
doctors wanted to poison him. Careful 
treatment improved him so much that 
at the end of 16 months he was sent 
back to Auburn prison. 


The unceasing strain of imprison- 


ment, the years of brooding over his 
sacrifice once more wrecked Michael 
O'Donnell's health and mind. He be- 
came again afflicted with homicidal 
mania, and he was returned to Mat- 
teawan. This time the Ooctors kept 
him three years. ^.He had just been re- 
turned to Auburn as cured when Sena- 
tor Featherson saw him in 1896. But 
his determination was as inflexible as 
ever. 


Jimmy O'Donnell, after confessing 


all, died in April,-1898. Michael O'Don- 
nell was pardoned aud released from 
prison on Dec. 14, 1S9S. The awful tor- 
ture of prison life,for an Innocent man 
had done its complete work. Michael 
O'Donnell suffered a return of homi- 
cidal mania. On the evening of Oct. 22 
last he stabbed and killed John Scan- 
Ion, whom he had never seen before, at 
Forty-seventh street and First avenue, 
In New York. He has always insisted 
that he remembered nothing about the 
deed.

Result of an Attempt hy Packers to 


Corner the Market, 


One of the most peculiar situations 


in regard to the egg supply ever kuoWu 
exists in the United States today, says 
the Cleveland Plain Dealer. The situa- 
tion is the result of storing eggs in an 
attempt to control the market There 
are liable to be two results. One is 
that the people of the country will 
have cold storage eggs foisted upon 
them as the new laid product. The 
other is that the people who attempted 
to "corner" the market will suffer 
heavy losses. 


The beginning of the "cornering" 


effort dates back to last summer. At 
that time, it is said, the Chicago pack- 
ers evolved the scheme of buying up 
all tbe eggs that could possibly be 
gathered together and storing them un- 
til the supply became scarce. As is 
usual in schemes, it was anticipated 
that the scarcity would send the price 
sky higb. Then the stored eggs were 
to be unloaded on the market, and a 
fortune was to be made for the pack- 
ers. It is figured that 7,000,000 cases, 
each case containing 30 dozen eggs, 
were stored away. To the industrious 
ben, whose capacity is one egg a day, 
this is an exceedingly large amount. 
The scheme to control the market fcil 
through. There was no call for stored 
eggs, and the packers began to lie 
awake nights thinking. 
At present 


the hens are beginning to lay fresh 
eggs. These are coming into the mar- 
ket, and no one wants the stored eggs. 


A little figuring will show how enor- 


mous the loss will be. 
There are 


7,000,000 cases of eggs, or 210,000,000 
dozen, stored throughout the country. 
These were bought up at 15 cents a 
dozen. The present price of eggs a 
dozen outside of Cleveland is on an 
average 4 cents less a dozen than th'.* 
price .at which the stored eggs were 
bought. This will mean a loss of about 
$8,400,000 to the packers. It is con- 
jectured that there are 6,000 cases of 
the stored eggs in Cleveland. 
The 


i loss there will also be very large. 


It is reported that the packers In the 


vicinity of Cleveland have a way out 
of the dilemma. It is said that next 
summer, when eggs are shipped to 
Cleveland from outlying towns, the 
Btored eggs will be mixed with fresh 
ones, and in that way the old product 
Will be sold to the unsuspecting pub- 
Uc. 
'

The Springfield physicians- claim 
that they can. make no money from 
contract work, and therefore have de- 
cided not to do any more of it. But the 
six Hebrew societies in Springfield have 
formed a league, and are going tot fight 
the issue to the end.

Mansfield really seeks to have a sec- 
tion of the Dubuque law apply to em- 
ployers, particularly such men as with 
no financial resources, employ ignorant 
help.
